A windmill such as Is portrayed be¬ 
low can be made by any ingenious 
farmer at a trifling expense.

Judge Seaman or¬ 
dered hls discharge on the ground that 
the contents of the letter did not con¬ 
stitute a violation of the postal laws. | 
"The right to send a respectful dunning 
letter," said the judge, “cannot be ques¬ 
tioned, whether sealed or unsealed. 
Proper and diligent effort on the part of 
creditors to collect debts are not to be 
discouraged, and the business of mak¬ 
ing collections, fairly conducted, is i 
clearly legitimate.” The law on this | 
subject is so plain that it will not be 
misunderstood. It makes a penal of¬ 
fense to send through the mails any 
postal card or letter on the envelope of 
which may be anything "of au Inde-1 
cent, libelous, scurrilous, defamatory 
or threatening character, or calculated 
to reflect Injuriously upon the character 
or conduct of another."

T. V. Eddy. 

Another enthusiastic meeting was 
held under the auspices of the Baden 
Republican Club, at Hansbrough Hall, 
on Wednesday evening last.

Story of an Overworked Plant. 

What would you think of a plant 
that would raise two kinds of vegeta¬ 
bles at the same time? 

Such a vegetable wonder has been 
produced at the Michigan Agricultural 
College by grafting the tomato on the 
potato. When the plant grows little 
potatoes appear in the ground and 
little tomatoes on the stems, and the 
two grow up apparently untroubled 
by the fact that plant which bears 
them is doing double work. This ex¬ 
periment is made possible by the near 
relation of the potato and the tomato, 
and it Is possible that the farmers of 
the future may save a great deal of 
laud nnd a great deal of energy by 
growing this potato-tomato plant. For 
when the crop of tomntoes Is harvested 
the vines can be pulled up nnd the po¬ 
tatoes dug.

The exceptions in En¬ 
glish are Meredith, Hardy, Zangwlll, 
Glssing and a linker’s dozen or so oth¬ 
ers. The man of real Imaginative gifts 
and the philosophic Insight that In¬ 
variably accompanies them Is seldom 
recognized in the true office nnd capac¬ 
ity, for he so often lacks the melodra- 
| nintlc and theatrical ingenuity that 
perverts the course of human destiny 
for mere effectiveness. Since the deep¬ 
er things of existence are usually ex¬ 
cluded from fiction it Is ten to one he 
i Is writing criticisms of essnys and is 
| thought to ho prosy and dull by the 
majority of readers, to whom imagina¬ 
tive writing means simply the romance 
of abducting duchesses and bloody en¬ 
counters by moonlight.
